Upon  arriving  in  the  tower  Sgt  Vita  told  ire  position 
to  look  with  the  seven  power  binoculara  available  and  asked  me  what  I saw.

At  an  altitude  that  I would  judge  to  be  well  above  33*000  ft.  and  at  an 
undeterndned  distance,  but  further  than  100  udles,  there  appeared  to  be 
a very  large  sphere,  of  unknown  size  and  conposition.
